fter urinating, I wash my private part 
or Highly with my left hand because < 
very important in Islam, 
fter washing my hands with soap and 
'atcr I come out and put my right foot 
»ut first and say the following 
upplication: 



Ghufrdnaka. Alhamdu lilldhilladhi adhhaba 
anniladha wa'afani.

We have got a back house and a 
courtyard.

First of all I 
clean my teeth with Siwaak because it is 
very good for teeth and I think in my 
mind the benefits of Siwaak :

(4) It keeps the voice clear. 

(5) It helps in digestion. 

(6) It makes us active and alert while 

Offering prayers, and during recitation 

of Qur'an and supplication. 

It kills the germs in the mouth.
